STRIKERS ARE MAD! 


Tlie Places of Striking Railroader« 
are Pilled by New Men and 
Trouble ia Feared. 


YOTINGSTOWN, Ohio, Aug. 3.—About 
ten days ago the Lake Shore and Michi 
gan Southern railroad introduced Mogul 
engines on their Andover branch, run- 
ning between this city and Ashtabula. 
The big engines haul forty car-loads, 
whereas the old engines could pull but 
twenty-three. The officials wanted the 
work done with the same complement of 
men, two brakemen and one conductor, 
as in the old way. 


About fifly roadmen refused to do 
this, and on Thursday went on a strike. 
Freight business has been at a stanc 
still ever since, until last night, when 
some new men were secured and sent 
out with two trains, unknown to the 
strikers. No freight was moving from 
this end this morning, but some was ex- 
pected from Ashtabula. The strikers are 
mad and trouble is feared.

This morning ab^mt 8 o'clock, a young 
man by the name of Henry Baight, who 
lives six miles northeast of the city, was 
driving a reaper cutting oats, when it 
struck a stump, throwing him off and in 
front of the knives. The horses started 
to run and the young man to save him- 
self, threw his left hand into the knife- 
bar until it was completely chopped up. 
He received terrible cuts in his legs and 
hip, one of which is ten inches long and 
veiy deep.

NOT IN S P I R I T W i m TOE: A O S . 


Tile I n d i a n a f j a w Wniclt Permita 
Imprisonment for a Itiffiite- 
o n s Debt. 


Indianapolis News. 


All the sympathies of mankind are 
against imprisoning a man for debt, and 
yet, under the laws of the great state of 
Indiana, it can be easily done. Section 
22 of article 1 of the state constitution 
says that there shall be no imprison- 
ment for debt, except in case of fraud, 
and by a consequent act of the legisla- 
ture it was made unlawful to imprison 
for debt, under any circumstances, a 
woman, or man who was a soldier in the 
war of the revolution. 


Judges are invariably opjwsed to in- 
voking the aid of the l^w by which a 
man can be imprisoned because he does 
not pay his debts, and yet they are 
sometimes compelled to enforce the let- 
ter of the law. 


Judge Livingston Howland said the 
other day, after refusing the petition of 
John C. Purdy for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, that he was opposed to imprison 
ment for debt and was sorry he could 
not find some excuse for letting the man 
go. It had been clearly proven, how- 
ever, before a jury that Purdy was 
guilty of concealing property, and as he 
refused to satisfy the judginent by 
either paying it off or turning over the 
concealed property described in the ver- 
dict, there was nothing to do but carry 
out the letter of the law and commit him 
to jail until he had satisfied the judg- 
ment, or at least turned over to the 
sheriff all the property he possesses. 


Mr. Purdy has been in jail nearly two 
weeks now, and it looks as if he might 
have to remain there many months. He 
can obtain his liberty by delivering to 
the sheriff the goods he is charged with 
secreting. To do that, thpngh, would 
iSeto acknowledge that he had been 
guilty of practicing a fraud, and the 
average man will lie in jail a good while 
before he will make such an admission. 
Mr. Purdy's other chance to get out 
rests with Mr. Johnson, the suing credi- 
tor. 
Whenever Mr. Johnson gets tired 
of paying his debtor*» board the sheriff 
is authorized to give the prisoner his 
freedom. 


''Such a law ought to be erased from 
the statute books," said an attorney this 
morning. *'It isn't a just law which 
makes it legal to keep a debter in prison 
by paying 
per week to the county. 
It looks Uke a spirit of revenge when a 
member or a firm will pay the board of 
any one just to have him languish in 
jaU." Only once in a great while the 
provisions of this law are taken advan- 
toge of. It has been several years since 
the superior or circuit cou^ have jailed 
a man for debt, and only a few such 
oases have been before the justices in the 
last five years."

ANCIENT 
BATTERING 
HAMS. 


hy 
The Ponderou» Machines of War Vted 
Our Forefaihen. 


They exerted greater power than any 
gun or cannon invented up to the year 
1860. 
These 
battering rams were 
probably as effective in knocking down 
a wall or staving in the side of a ship as 
the best modern cannon, butfor maWng 
a breach the guns are far superior. 
Such was the solidity and thickness of 
the walls of Jerusalem, that, Josephus 
tells us, it took all one night for an e n ^ 
^bus battering ram to dislodge four 
stones. 


Vitruvius has left us the discription 
of a ram weighing 480,000 pounds, but 
probably the most celebrated of all the 
ancient moving tower rams was that 
constructed by Demetrius Poliorcetes 
at the siege of Bhodea. 
The base of 
the tower was seventy-five feet square. 
The ram itself was an assembly of large 
square beams resting on wheels in size 
proportioned to the weight of the struc- 
ture, and all rivited together with iron. 
The felloes of the wheels were three 
feet thick and strengthened with iron 
plates. From each of the four angles 
of the tower a larger pillar of wood was 
carried up to a height of 150 feet, and 
these pillars were inclined toward one 
another. 
The tower had three stories, 
communicating by two staircases each. 
Three sides of the machine were plated 
with iron to protect them against fire. 
In front of each story there were loop- 
holes, screened by leather curtains to 
keep out darts, arrows, etc. Each story 
was provided with machines for throw- 
ing stones and darts, and the lower story 
was the ram itself, thirty fathoms long, 
and fashioned at the end into an iron 
beak or prow. 
The entire machine was 
•moved forward by 3,500 soldiers. 
I But it can be easily understood that 
¿among so many men some must be more 
or less exposed to the enemy's darts 
jand arrows, and so to drive the enemy 
¡from the walls and open places, to 
break the roofs of his houses and other- 
wise annoy him, machines were neces- 
sary for throwing missiles, from small 
¡darts up to huge boulders.—St. Nich- 
olas.

The sale by auction of the great sum- 
mer hotel at Rockaway Beach, which is 
advertised for an early date, calls atten- 
tion to the most stupendous building 
folly on record. The condition of sale 
that the building must be removed from 
the jjround reduces the value to that of 
kinaling wood and second-hand build- 
ing materials. The situation discloses 
an inevitable loss of a million and a half 
of dollars. 


Instead of building that great struc- 
ture of a thousand rooms on the sand, 
which was contrary to scripture as well 
as good sense, bad the projectors bought 
a thousand acres of land (not sand) near 
New York, laid out streets and small 
parks, divided the tract into, say, 5,000 
building plots, erecting a pretty, low- 
cost cottage on every tenth plot—all of 
which was possible with their money, 
what a different result there would have 
been 1 Unquestionably they would have 
made a profit of a million—probably 
more. 


It may be safely estimated that 25,000 
families'now living in crowded apart- 
ments in the city of New York, and a 
proportionate number in other large 
cities, would gladly purchase tasteful 
and convenient low-cost cottages located 
in the suburbs. Speculative builders 
rarely build them, although they know 
they are in demand. The brisk demand 
for them usually induces the builder to 
ask high prices for them, and that de- 
feats the purpose. 


A great building company, with am- 
ple capital and with fixed prices based 
on fair profits, is needed to buiid low- 
cost cottages. The brilliant financial 
success of such an enterprise would be 
almost a certainty. 


Below will be found a description of 
the building design illustrating this 
article: 


Size of structure: Extreme width, 32 
feet; depth, 29 leet 6 mches; not in- 
cluding veranda and kitchen porch; ex- 
tremo depth, 39 feet 6 inches. 


Materials for exterior walls: Foun- 
dations, stone and brick; first story,

clapboards; second 
story, 
shingle^; 
gables, shingles and panels; roof, shin" 
gles. 


Height of stories: Cellar, 6 feet 6 
inches; first story, 9 feet; second story, 
8 feet 3 inches. 


Interior finish: Plaster walls, and 
softwood trim throughout. Hardwood 
staircase. 


Accommodations: 
The 
principal 
rooms and their sizes, closets,.etc., are 
shown by the floor plans given here- 
with. Beside these there is a cellar un- 
der the hall and parlor. The attic ia 
floored but no rooms are finished. 


The bathroom is supplied with cold 
water only, the total expense for tub 
and plumbing being |30. An inexpen- 
sive hot-water supply can be procured 
in the shape of a metal water-reservoii 
placed at one end of the tub, undei 
which is placed an oil or a gas heatina 
attachment. Regular plumbing for hot- 
water supply would cost $75. Plumbing 
for a water closet, for which there ia 
space in the bathroom, would cost |100. 


Accommodations may be increased by 
building a one-story kitchen extension 
(about 1,920 cubic feet, costing $240.) and 
using the present kitchen as a librarv 
or a bedroom. The veranda accommo- 
dations may be extended by carrying 
the veranda along either side to one- 
half the depth of the house, at a cost ol 
$4 per lineal foot. 


Special features: The exterior ol 
this design is regarded as an approved 
example 
of 
modern cottage archi- 
tecture. 
It is rather 
conspicuously 
ornamental after the painter is through, 
especially so if the painter fully im- 
proves the opportunity aftbrded by the 
panelled gabiea, but its ornamentation 
is legitimate and the result of simple 
methods. 


The interior has a square hall and the 
rooms average a fair size. The dining 
room is ample. The kitchen is small, 
but it is connected with what may be 
called a working pantry ; that is, the 
pantry is large and well lighted, afford- 
ing room for mixing and similar work, 
which may be performed there more 
comfortably than in the hot kitchen. A 
small opening is provided between the 
dining room and kitchen closet, with a 
sliding door, for the purpose of passinij 
dishes.

Somethhig About Stamps. 


Not a week passes that numerous 
readers do not write to inquire the 
value of some more or less rare stamps 
in their possession, not realizing how 


_ difficult it is to fix such values. Stamps, 


an' tol' her a j apart from their intrinsic value of two 
or three cents (when uncanceled), are 
merely curiosities and have no actual 
value. 


Some people would not give a dollar 
for a hundred of the rarest stamps in 
the world, while others would mort- 
gage a house to obtain possession of a 
single stamp. 
Some of the pric'es paid 
for stamps in this country are such as 
may well amaze the young stamp col- 
lector, and in Europe the mania is so 
great that some collections are almost 
priceless. 


M. Philippe de F%i-rari has a collec- 
tion of 250,000 stamps, and he has sold 
one collection to a Parisian stamp lover 
for $50,000. 


Mr. Burnett, an English collector, 
has stamps valued at $110,000, and 
many collections, by no means remark- 
able" have been sold in England for 
$5,000. 


The late Duchess de Galliera accu- 
mulated three thousand albums, wliich 
are^ow valued at $210,000. 


At the Paris mint there is a remark- 
able collection, and the Kothschild col- 
lection in Paris is so costly and so 
highly prized by its owner that it 
is guarded like the Kohinoor, and only 
experts are allowed to see it. 


At a recent London auction some re- 
markable prices were realized. British 
Guiana stamps brought the following 
prices: A "blue 4c" of 1856, canceled, 
$185; uncanceled, $250; four Ic., issue 
1853, $5 each; and a pair of 4c Magen- 
tas of 1856, $60. 


These prices are paralyzing to the 
ordinary reader, but much higher fig- 
ures have been reached in other sales. 
Here are a few samples: 


The 15c and 30c Eeunion stamps 
bring $500, and the New Brunswick 5c 
stamp finds a ready purchaser at $150. 
The set of four 1852 Hawaiian stamps 
are valued at $1,500, and the 1847 Mau- 
ritius stamps, 2c and 4c, can rarely b6 
had Tinder ^$500. 


Old Brazil black stamps range in 
value from $5 to $12.50; the green and 
yellow ones of Buenos Ayres bring as 
high as425 each, while the red ones are 
worth $30. 


The vermilion 
one-franc 
French 
stamp of 1849 and "V. R." black En- 
glish penny stamp are considered cheap 
at fifty dollars apiece^ while the MUIT 
rfeadv wrapper on India paper, issued 
in 1 ^ , has been sold for $400. 


The prices are enough to send a cold 
chill down the back of the youthful col- 
lector who ia reflecting whether he can 


afford to invest fifty cents for an 185S 
Peruvian one-penny red. But that is 
no reason why the collector should not 
collect, if it gives him pleasure. 
It is 
a harmless amusement and incidentally 
teaches history to the collector. 


But there is a drawback, as there is 
to every amusement. 


Many a collector, young and old, has 
a stamp he prizes as the gem of his 
collection, supposed to be worth dol- 
lars, when it is not worth cents. How- 
ever, it is a consolation to know that a 
counterfeit gives jiist as much satisfac- 
tion as a genuine stamp, until its spuri- 
ous character is discovered, and such 
discovery 
very 
rarely 
happens,— 
Golden Days. "

Margaret J. Preston dictates, and has'.for 
the past six years, because her eyes have 
been suffering from overtaxation. 
She 
has not relied upon her own vision, there- 
fore. fearing that this overtaxation would 
result in the loss of sight, which would 
amount to overtaxation without represen- 
tation. 


"Will Carleton learned nhonography while 
in college. 
He still uses it in writing out 
some of his poems, but in making out the 
bill for same is generally more deliberate 
and careful, doing this in longhand only. 


John G. Whittier writes out his matter 
with a Joseph Gillott steel pen dipped in 
bluing. 
He says he does little now aside 
from answering short letters. 


James "VVhitcomb KUey uses a steel pen, 
though in the original draft he writes with 
a lead pencil on a pad. He gets up and 
rides on the pencil so earnestly, fearing that 
the printer will not get the run of his re- 
marks, that he easily makes fifteen or 
twenty copies of the same manuscript. 
He 
also holds the pad on his lap whilst writing, 
and so one may read his thoughts on the 
poet's knee for days afterward. Mr. Riley 
writes very easily indeed, and a few weeks 
at t]ie hospital after he h&s ^m^en a poem 
easily coax back the smile t'oins eleàn cut 
features. 
He starts in with a brain wave 
and keeps on at it, never stopping for feed 
or water until the completed poem is mailed 
to the publisher, together with a prepaid 
and addressed envelope for the return of 
check. 
It is but the work of a moment for 
him to think of a thought. 


Mary Hartwell Catherwood, the authoress 
of the "Romance of Dollard," uses a pen and

is very painstaking indeed. 
She is a quiet, 
modest littie woman whose manners ought 
to shame the disagreeable literary" person 
who goes through life filled with a name- 
less joy because he has succeeded alone in 
winning his own approval. 


Julian Ralph is a self-made stenographer. 
That is. he has worked Ralph's great meth- 
od of shutting up his notes like a concertina 
while doing rapid work, and then he pulls 
out several joints of this even, if necessary, 
but he dictates to a stenographer when he 
writes up a great job like a page or two of a 
New York paper, which he frequently does 
when feeling well. 
Mr. Ralph does not 
make memoranda on his cuff. Young re- 
porters and detectives who desire to attract 
attention do this. 


F. E. Spinner, during his early literary 
career, while doing paragraph work for the 
United States Treasury, at Washington, 
used a three-leirged quill pen and a teacup 
full of Potomac mud. 
Ho made appropriate 
gestures by gently waving a bright red 
tongue through the astonished atmosphere. 


John C. New. while Treasurer under Gen- 
eral Grant, wrote a good many things, and 
his autographs, written at that period in 
his literary i^areer, command a high price. 
He did not use the type-writer, but is a 
very symmetrical and handsome penman. 
His whiskers, his penmanship, his beauti- 
ful family and his unerring judgment as to 
the proper time when a man should be firm 
and stand pat, are strong characteristics of 
his. 


Charles Dudley "Warner never dictated 
nor used a type-writer. 
He does his own 
writing and thinks his own thoughts as 
they occur from time to time. 
H« does not 
object, however, to the use of a type-writer

or stenographer, if not taken in inordinate 
quantities. 
He believes that in a literary 
work inspiration passes through the two 
Angers and thumb. 
He is glad to notice 
also that the antique flnger-nail, trimmed 
with edging of moss agate, is no longer a 
proof of great literary excellence. 


Richard Watson Gilder feels very much 
the same way. 
He resents the "put up job" 
appearance of typewritten 
manuscripts, 
and yet he likes it because of its clearness. 
Mr. Gilder is the editor of the Century mag- 
azine. 
Mr. Gilder does his own literary 
work by moans of a pen and writes a strong 
running hand. 
He can return rejected 
manuscript in such a gentle caressing way 
that disappointed scribblers come to him 
from hundreds of miles to thank him for 
his kindness and stay to dinner with him. 


Amelie Rives writes with a trenchant pen, 
and never dictates except to Mr. Chanler. 
her husband. 
She uses a Spencerian pen 
and writes a beautiful copy, aa symmetri- 
cal as Edgar A. Poe's, and as fast as the 
pen gets 30 hot that it burns holes in tho 
paper and hisses when she sticks it into the 
ink bottle she pulls it out by means of a 
pair of tongs and puts in a new one. 


Ella Wheeler Wilcox writes with a pen, 
and her MS. is quite plain in one way. That 
is, it is not prettv. 
She is quite pleasant 
and genial unless one treads on the tail of 
her coat. 
She then writes or speaks with 
flashing eye and distended nostril in clarion 
tones. 
At such times, if she were to use 
the typewriter, it would sound more like a 
xylophone trying to convince a lawn-mower 
of the error of its way, 


Rose Terry Cooke says she has written 
with a gold pen on lined paper, holding the 
clip on her knee .ill through her literary 
career, and she has been writing for forty 
years. 
She says so herself. How few of us 
authors are willing to come?out and state 
over our own signature that we have been 
on the road so long. 


Adirondack Murray dictates to a type- 
writer. and has for fifteen years. 
He dic- 
tates from twenty to thirty words per min- 
ute when he is feeling well and his thinker 
is frolicsome. 
He does not require 
a 
stenographer, but pours his soul into the 
front teeth of a typewriter and receives his 
copy ripe for the printer. 


Edgar Saltus says that the critics accuse 
him of writing by means of a lexicon, but 
he claims that such Is not the ,case. 
Hb 
writes with his nerves on plain paper. 


diafmiitiv» lAlMu«

After the breakfast dishes are washed she 
salts the cow, sets the bread, so that at 
evening it may come off the nest with a 
group of little rolls, and then gives a few 
minutes to silent thought. 
Then, boiling

She now brings down a pen 
from behind the clock, and wiping the per- 
spiration from her mastiff brow, bv means 
of her apron, she sails in. 


Mark Twain is not above using the pen. 
He smokes a pine while working. 
It is not 
a strong pipe, but yet there is something 
about It which encourages people to let 
him alone while he is smoking, d®iug what 
little business they have on hand bv means 
of the telephone. 
When he does not feel 
well he fasts. 
Many other authors do that 


way also, but they go without, generally, 
in order that their publishers may havQ pie 
six times a day and sweet cakes for break- 
fast. 
Mr. Clemens, however, being him- 
self a publisher, is enabled to eat oftener 
than an author who is dependent. Another 
advantage of this system is that it enables 
Mr. Clemens, the publisher, to reject the 
manuscript of Mark Twain, the author, if 
he thinks best, without hurting the author's 
feelings. 
Mr. Clemens is the Vanderbilt of 
literature and does much good by means of 
his wealth. 
He looks cross, but behind a 
frowning countenance he hides a smiling 
face. 
Possibly I am a little mixed in the 
above quotation, as I am writing this on 
board the train and some overrzealous 
passenger has taken away the "Read and 
Return" copy of the Bible, forgetting to 
bring it back. 
This leaves me practically 
helpless when I desire to quote from the 
Scriptures.

White,'black, red, pui73le,brown, golden 
they shine, and many of them glitter 
with the brilliancy of gems.

known as "the figure 8," from the mark 
on the under side of its wings. 
The 
spread of wing of some of these gorge- 
ous creatures is often eight or ten inches 
and the night moths have wings larger 
than tTjose of doves in many species. 


Armadillos are, if not abundant, not 
rare herabouts, and they find ready pur- 
chasers at from thirty to fifty cents. The 
flesh is very delicate and Eiavory.

POSTMASTEB GENEBAL 
WANAMAKEB 


yesterday issued an order amending the 
postal laws and regulations so as to ex- 
tend the age limit of appointment of 
letter carriers in non-civil service post- 
offices from 35 to 40 years of age. This 
limitation does not apply to persons 
honorably discharged from the military 
or naval service of the country who are 
otherwise duly qualified. 


HAEPER, the Cincinnati bank wrecker, 
has but little chance of breaking out of 
the penitentiary with the aid of a presi- 
dential pardon.

the saloon-keepers, because they voted 
to license men to carry on the business. 
He said every devil in old Splitfoot's 
country would pay a price of admission 
to enter the church where prohibition 
sermons are prohibited. He pronounced 
high license the device of the devil to 
block the march of prohibition senti- 
ment. 


THE miners of Illinois are still in a 
starving condition and calling for help. 
A gentleman who has been among them 
for the purpose of extending what aid 
he could, says: "The condition of the 
men is almost indescribable. I can 
truthfully say that many people are 
actually starving. The babi^and chil- 
dren cry for bread and wallow in the 
muddy streets, but their mothers have 
become callous to their cries and no not 
seem to mind. They say but littie and 
complaints are infrequent; they just 
keep silent in their misery." Such suf- 
fering ought to call for the charity of the 
nation. 


THE Standard Oil company of this 
country is stretching its octopus claws 
into Europe, striving to control the oil 
trade in the old world. Its diiief com- 
petitor has b^n Bussia, whose petroleum 
product is said to be controlled by the 
Bothschilds; but the American m^on- 
ures seem to have stolen a march on 
their European rivals for one year at 
lieast. All last year the^Standard Oil 
company was engaged in buying up 
empty oil barrels and shipping them out 
^f reach. Then it secured all the pipe 
masufactorors and tied them up.

Debt, 


Indianapolis News. 


All the sympathies of mankind are 
against imprisoning a man for debt, and 
yet, under the laws of the great state of 
Indiana, it can be easily done. Section 
22 of article 1 of the state constitution 
says that there shall be no imprison- 
ment for debt, except in case of fraud, 
and by a consequent act of the legisla- 
ture it was made unlawful to imprison 
for debt, under any circumstances, a 
woman, or man who was a soldier in the 
war of the revolution. 


Judges are invariably opposed to in- 
voking the aid of the law by which a 
man can be imprisoned because he does 
not pay his debts, and yet they are 
sometimes compelled to enforce the let- 
ter of the-law. 


Judge Livingston Howland said the 
other day, after refusing the petition of 
John C. Purdy for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, that he was opposed to imprison- 
ment for debt and was sorry he could 
not find some excuse for letting the man 
go. It had been clearly proven, how- 
ever, before a jury that Purdy was 
guilty of concealing property, and as he 
refused to satisfy the judgment by 
either paying it off or turning over the 
concealed property described in the ver- 
dict, there was nothing to do but carry 
out the letter of the law and commit him 
to jail until he had satisfied the judg- 
ment, or at least turned over to the 
sheriff all the property he possesses. 


Mr. Purdy has been in jail nearly two 
weeks now, and it looks as if he might 
have to remain there many months. He 
can obtain his liberty by delivering to 
the sheriff the goods he is charged with 
secreting. To do that, though, would 
be to acknowledge that he had been 
guilty of practicing a fraud, and the 
average man will lie in jail a good while 
before he will make such an admission. 
Mr. Purdy's other chance to get out 
rests with Mr. Johnson, the suing credi- 
tor. 
Whenever Mr. Johnson gets tired 
of paying his debtor's board the sheriff 
is authorized to give the prisoner his 
freedom. 


"Such a law ought to be erased from 
the statute books," said an attorney this 
morning. "It isn't a just law which 
makes it legal to keep a debter in prison 
by paying $1.40 per week to the county. 
It looks like a spirit of revenge when a 
member or a firm will pay the board of 
any one just to have him languish in 
jail." . Only once in a great while the 
provisions of this law are taken advan- 
tage of. It has been several years since 
the superior or circuit cburts have jailed 
a man for debt,, and only a few such 
cases have been before the justices in the 
last five years."

ancientBATTEBIKG 
RAMS, 


by 
The Ponderous Maehinen of War U»ed 
Otir Forefathers. 


They exerted greater ^wer than any 
gun or cannon invented up to the year 
1860. 
These 
battering rams were 
probably as effective in knocking down 
a .wall or staving in the side of a ship as 
the best modem cannon, but for making 
a breach the guns are far superior. 
Such was the solidity and thickness of 
the walls of Jerusalem, that, Josephus 
tells us, it took all one night foran enor - 
mous battering ram to dislodge ^ur 
stones. 


Vitruvius has left us the discription 
of a ram weighing 480,000 pounds, but 
probably the most celebrated of all the 
ancient moving tower rams was that 
constructed by Demetrius Poliorcetes 
at the siege of Rhodes. 
The base of 
the tower was seventy-five feet square. 
The ram itself was an assembly of large 
square beams resting on wheels in size 
proportioned to the weight of the struc- 
ture, and all rivited together with iron. 
The felloes of the wheels were three 
feet thick and strengthened with iron 
plates. 
From each of the four angles 
of the tower a larger pillar of wood was 
carried up to a height of 150 feet, and 
these pillars were inclined toward one 
another. 
The tower had three stories, 
communicating by two staircases each. 
Three sides of the machine were plated 
with iron to protect them against fire. 
In front of each story there were loop- 
holes, screened by leather curtains to 
keep out darts, arrows, etc. 
Each story 
was provided with machines for throw- 
ing stones and darts, and the lower story 
was the ram itself, thirty fathoms long, 
and fashioned at the end into an iron 
Ibeak or prow. 
The entire machine was 
•moved forward by 3,500 soldiers. 
I But it can be easily understood that 
¡among so many men some must be more 
or less exposed to the enemy's darts 
|and arrows, and so to drive the enemy 
,irom the walls and open places, to 
break the roofs of his houses and other- 
wise annoy him, machines were neces- 
sary for throwing missiles, from small 
darts up to huge boulders.—St. Nich- 
olas.

tendants, :o<iare for the camp and the peo- 
ple in it. Other camps in this neighbor- 
hood and elsewhere are of nearly equal 
pretensions. 
As you float by one of these 
lair spots, it is hard to believe that the 
brown-throated eirl, with the skin peeling 
from'her nose, who stands in the boat-

Out on the woody point in a lake 
that is about a mile across, knowing that 
you, your guides, and your dogs are the 
only tame animals within sound, that a 
fresh buck hangs by its hind feet at the 
back of the camp, that the brook, whose 
song you can hear, is flashing with trout, 
and that your dog. barking down by yonder 
stumn, is calling you to come and observe 
the beautiful partridges that he has sitting 
up before him; amid surroundings of this 
Bort your appreciation for the first fresh- 
ness of life is bound to be invigorated i£ you 
are in anything near a normal condition of 
mind and body.' And it is exciting, on a 
• ^ swonless night, to be paddled up one of 
ttibse narrow rivers, skirted with impene- 
trolsi^'hushes and weird with strange noises, 
watciling for the deer as he comes down 
to escape the flies and nibble the yellow 
Hlies. 


But tfeere is the highest sort of civiliza-r 
tton to be had at the hotels, at the highest 
prices, too. I witnessed only yesterday the 
despair of a young man who had come to 
tite Adirondacks for a cheap vacation, but 
ti«d been charmed into askingr a divine ^rl 
to dine with him.

There were 
twelve :beasts altogether, and as motley a 
crowd of mules as were ever gotten to- 
gether since the days of Sancho Panza and 
Don Quixote. 


The Mexican mule is a sort of cross be- 
tween a mountain goat and flying squirrel, 
with the distinct difference that its surplus 
electricity flows off from the negative pole 
in-stead of the positive, as with the goat. It 
is in its meanderiníís on the mountain trails 
that it shines resplendent, but with a luster 
wholly its own that can no more bo com- 
pared with any other than can the flash of 
a diamond be compared with the flre of the 
opal. I would like to place it alongside of 
the American mule for comparison in the 
"deadly double column" of the newspaper, 
but the Mexican beast would kick out the 
intervening rule and "pi" the type before 
înough was up to form an opinion. 


On the mountain trail this distinct spe- 
cies of mule was never known to fall, al- 
ihough he^ has an exasperating and blood- 
curdling way of stumbling along over it 
that 
would raise the hair on 
end of 
a bald-headed man. 
Many a time I have 
watched the mule I was compelled to ride, 
with a view of discovering his methods of 
trying to scare me to death as payment for 
past injuries. Oftentimes the trail would 
lead past dizzy heights or cliffs, where one 
could look sheer down far enough to be 
dead before he reached the bottom should 
he fall, and every few feet along the trail of 
a foot to a foot and a half in Avidth it 
would have tumbled in a foot or so and 
again taken up the original inclination of 
the mountain, or about that of the leaning 
tower of Pisa, Here the mule would al- 
ways be sure to stick one foot out and 
stumble a little bit, but always regain its 
equilibrium at the next step, having clearly 
done it intentionally, and for no other pur- 
pose than pure cussedness. 
One 
can 


butt to A namber of feet above the ground; 
a distance eqaal to the h«toht or length of 
a fair- sized mast or spar. I remember see* 
ing years ago in the Coast Bango Moun- 
tains of Oregon near th« head of the Sorth 
Yamhill Blver clusters of Bouglas firs that 
were not •ever seven to eight or ten inches 
at the butt, and that dia not decrease over 
an inch or two in sixty to seventy feet, and 
not a limb to be seen this whole distance. 
My guide then told me that if these trees 
were cut down and stripped of bark for this 
distance and a person stood at their center 
he would be unable to tell which was the 
butt, so slight was the decrease in diameter 
from that end to the other. 


This he pronounced the finest spar timber 
in the world, and which has made Oregon 
and Washington Territory famous in that 
line. I hivve. however, seen the same dupli- 
cated a dozen times on the timbered slopes 
of the Sierra Madre range, and am not yet 
half way over the great Cordillera, or to 
where the coniferous trees of its summits 
fade into the sub-tropical and 
tropical 
plants of the Pacific coast states of Sonora 
and SInaloa. Of course, this peculiar growth 
is obtained by a dense mass of timber so 
close together that none can obtain sun- 
light except by a small tuft of foliage at the 
very top:, and were all removed by the ax 
except one. it would look much more like a 
palm than a pine, as we are used to see 
them in their isolated state. There is often- 
times the darkness of evening at midday 
beneath these tall, slim, yet dense pine-tree 
forests, for so eager are they to get the sun- 
light that at any point where the least rav- 
of it gets through a cluster of foliage is 
thrown out to seize it and utilize it for' 
plant-growth, and thus it fails to reach the 
ground. This dense mass of spar and mast 
timber, as I shall call it. is nearly alwaj-s 
found on the richest soils of the mountains, 
generally in the 
narrow little valleys 
where the silt from the sides is swept down 
by the spring and summer rains, until the 
soil is many feet in depth. 


The great coniferous forest.oi the north- 
ern part of the Sierra Madre fange of Mex- 
ico is probably one of the largest in the 
world (it is undoubtedly the largest virgin 
forest on either continent), and Avhen its 
resources aro opened by well-constructed 
wagon roads, or. better still, by a railroad 
system, it -ççill undoubtedly prove an enor- 
mous source of revenue to the Mexican 
States of Chihulthua and Sonora, and to no 
little extent those of Sinaloa and Durango: 
a source nearly as profitable as its mineral 
wealth, and this is saying a great deal, for 
these ^ates comprise the richest silver dis- 
trict in the world. 


At 9 o'clock we camped in the valley of 
thé Guiyochic, another beautiful mountain 
s ream, where a little park of an acre or 
two gave our mules some sweet Alpine 
grasses. I called this pretty camo " Amer- 
ica," and it forms the subject of an illustra- 
tion.

imagine the cool Alpine zephyr that is 
wafted up tiie dorsal vertebra; with sufli- 
eient^orce to blow the hair straight up on 
end. 


The beast I was compelled to ride had 
one ear cut off near the head and looked 
top-heavy in the extreme. As a mule's ears 
make up a goodly portion of it. as seen in 
elevation from the saddle on its back, I was 
always frightened when he approached a 
cliff on the unabridged side, and instinctive- 
1}' leaned in to counterpoise the heavy 
weight that I thought might drag us over 
the precipice. 
He was familiarly known 
by the party as "Old Steamboat." "Old 
Lumber-yard." and other names indicating 
his characteristics; but he was large and so 
was I, and he fell to my lot. When I first 
saw his abbreviated auricular appendage, 
as a member of the society for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to mules I felt incensed when 
I heard that it had been lost by the cut of a 
whip in the hands of a previous driver; but 
before we had been acquainted a week I 
had transferred all my sympathy from the 
mule to the man. whoever he may have 
been. On the level ground he was slower 
thati the cook, who took fliteen minutes to 
wash a spoon, but-on a perilous path of a 
half a foot in width on a dizzy precipice 
th^e way he could box the compass with the 
lone ear so as to catch some faint sound at 
which ho could get frightened at this in- 
opportune time made me wish I could cut 
off the other ear at the third cervical ver-

tebraj. "Old Steamboat" had by far too 
many interesting traits of character not to 
refer to him in the future. 


Carichic's Hotel, like my mule's left ear, 
did not exist, but the cura of the little vil- 
lage most kindly placed his rooms at our 
disposal for the time we were there. 
The 
first hour and a half takes us over a high 
mountain to a 
beautiful Alpine stream 
called the Bacochic. the views from the 
banks of which were picturesque in the ex- 
treme. A half to three quarters of an hour 
in travel brings us to a very similar valley, 
that of the Pasigochic, which we ascended 
some six or seven miles, toward the west. 
We were now well into the Sierra Madre 
range, and although the scenery was so far 
about the equal of 
the Alieghenies or 
Catskills, there was not much level ground 
for cultivation, and this was eagerly seized 
by the working Indians, hot only to raise 
crops for their own use, but to have some 
to selU ior from six to seven days' travel to 
the southwest was the richest silver dis- 
trict in the world, where all kinds of prod- 
uce brought prices that would enrich a 
Western farmer in one season—flour 40 
cents a pound, and other things in due pro- 
portion. 


After leaving the pretty and picturesque 
Pasigochic, whicn is done almost as soon 
as the midday camp is left, a high hill is 
ascended. On tho high hills were seen the 
beautiful madrongy tree, or 
strawbeVry 
tree, with blood-red bark and bright green 
foliage covered With blossoms, a peculiar 
Dicture, that would hardly be believed if ac- 
curately painted and put on exhibition. 


They were everywhere; from the merest 
bush in size to trees twenty feet in height. 
Their form is not unlike that of a spreading 
apple tree with strongly contorted ana 
tmsted branches. Then there were plenty 
of oaks of different kinds, the eneino 
robles, or everlasting oak, the white oak, and 
the little black variety, l^ere were a dozen 
kindB I knew nothing of in my limited vocab' 
alary of forest trees. The pines were beauti- 
ful, and in many places forty to fifty mer- 
chantable trees to the acre, straight as an 
arrow, and without a limb for from sixty to 
seventy feet from the groand.

We have hadlB 
the past a phenomenal fleet of stèan» 
boats, particularly 
on 
our 
Western 
rivers, and yet the business has been 
gseatly depressed, and there are fewer 
boats afloat to-day than twenty years 
ago. 
Moreover,—and this is the most 
serious matter of all,—our canals are 
being abandoned year by year. 
While 
Europe spends millions on canals and 
water-ways, while France is trying to 
make every little stream navigable, and 
England is trying to turn her interior 
cities into sea-ports, 
we permit 
our 
canals to fill up or foolishly give them 
away to impecunious railroads for road- 
beds. 
Is it wise ? Are we safe in trust- 
ing all our freight business to railroad 
corporations ? 
To-day we can, if the 
need come, send gun-boats inland from 
^the Delaware to New York Bay. 
If we 
l^rmit the railroads to destroy the busi- 
ness of the canal between our ship- 
yards and bur navy-yards, we may be 
sure that in every European war office 
the fact of our folly is carefully noted 
for future 
reference. 
Once 
Great 
Britain fought a great battle to destroy 
the water route that connects the port 
of New York with the back door of New 
England. 
Saratoga was fought to de- 
stroy a vital water route. 
Fortunately, 
the English generals who planned in 
London thus to cut the country in two 
failed, and yet to-day we are abandon- 
ing our canals and see our great internal 
steam navigation system decay without 
a thought of the consequences. 


"On the other hand—for there is a 
brighter side to every j)icture—there is 
a disposition among the traveling pub- 
lic to demand 
larger, 
finer,

boats everywhere. We are being taught 
by English tourists who visit us how to 
see our own country. 
W e may com- 
placently talk of our limited trains and 
all that. 
Every foreigner who visits us 
asks first of all for our steamboat routes, 
because our lake, 
river, and

boats are known of all the world."

His subject was "The Earth- 
quake," and he took for his text: "Be- 
l i e f on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
sbalt^d saved." Acts xvi, 31. The ser- 
mon was as follows: 


«Tails are dark, dull, damp, loathsome 
places even now; but they were worse in 
the apostolic times. 
I imagine to-day 
we are standing in the Philippian dun- 
geon. Do you not feel the chill? 
Do 
you not hear the groan of those incar- 
cerated ones who for ten years have not 
seen the sunlight, and the deep sigh of 
women who remember 
their father's 
house and mourn over their wasted es- 
tate? Listen again. It is the cough of 
a consumptive, or the struggle of one 
in the nightmare of a great horror. You 
listen again and hear a culprit, his 
chains rattling as he rolls over in his 
dreams, and you say, "God pity the 
prisoner." But there is another sound 
in that prison. 
It is a song of joy and 
gladness. 
What a place to sing in! 
The music comes winding through the 
corridors of the prison, and in all the 
dark wards the whisper is heard: "What's 
that? 
What's that?^' 


It is the song of Paul and Silas. They 
cannot sleep. They have been whipped, 
very badly whipped. 
The long gashes 
on their backs are bleeding yet. 
They 
lie flat on the cold ground, their feet 
fast in wooden sockets, but of course 
they cannot sleep. 
But they causing. 
Jailer, what are you doing with these 
people? 
Why have they been put in 
here? Oh, they have been trying to 
make the world better. 
Is that all? 
That is all. A pit for Joseph. 
A lion's 
cave for Daniel. 
A blazing furnace for 
Shadrach. 
Clnbs for John Wesley. 
An 
anathema for Philip 
Melancthon. 
A 
dungeon for Paul and Silas. 
But while 
we are standing in the gloom of the 
Philippian dungeon, and we hear the 
mingling voices of sob and groan and 
blasphemy and hallelujah, suddenly an 
earthquake ! The iron bars of the prison 
twist, the pillars crack off, the solid 
masonry begins to heave and all the 
doors swing open. 
The jailer, feeling 
himself responsible for these prisoners, 
and believing, in his pagan ignorance, 
suicide to be honorable—since Brutus 
killed himself, and Cato killed himself, 
and Cassius killed himself—puts his 
sword to his own throat, proposing with 
one strong, keen thrust to put an end 
to his excitement and agitation. 
But 
Paul cries out: "Stop! 
Stop! Do thy- 
self no harm. 
We are all here." 
Then 
I see the jailer running through the 
dust and amid the ruin of that prison, 
and I see him throwing himself down at 
the feet of these prisoners, crving out: 
"What shall I do? What shall I do?" 
Did Paul answer: "Get out of this 
place before there is another 
earth- 
quake; put handcuffs and hopples on 
these other prisoners, 
lest they 
get 
away?" No word of that kind.

compact, thrilling, tremendous answer, 
answer memorable all through earth and 
Heaven, was: 
"Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved." 
Well, we have all read of the earth- 
quake in Lisbon, and Lima, in Aleppo 
and in Caraccas, but we live in a latitude 
where severe volcanic disturbances are 
rare. And yet we have seen fifty earth- 
quakes. 
Here is a man who has been 
building up a large fortune. 
His bid 
on the money market was felt in all the 
cities. 
He thinks he has got beyond all 
annoying rivalries in trade, and' he says 
to himself, "Now I am free and safe 
from all possible perturbation." 
But in 
1837, or in 1857, or in 1873 a national 
panic strikes the foundations of the 
c o m m e r c i a l 
World, 
a u d 
crnah? g o e s a l l 
that magnificent business estiiiblishmeut. 
Here is a man who has built up a very 
beautiful home. 
His daughters have 
just come from the seminary with di- 
plomas of graduation. 
His sons have 
started in life, honest, temperate aud 
pure. 
When the evening lights 
are 
struck, there is a happy and unbroken 
family circle. 
But there has been an 
accident down at Long Branch. 
The 
young man ventured too far out in the 
surf. The telegraph hurled the terror 
up to the city. 
An earthquake struck 
under the foundations of that beautiful 
home. 
The piano closed; the curtains 
dropped; the laughter hushed. 
Crash! 
go all those domestic hopes and pros- 
pects and expectations. 
So, my friend, 
we have all felt the shaking down of 
some great trouble, and there was a 
time when we were as much excited as 
this man of the text, and we cried out as 
he did. "What shall I do? What shall I 
do?" The same reply that the apostle 
made to him is appropriate to us: "Be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved.' 


There are some documents of so little 
importance that you do not care to put 
any more than your last name under 
them, or even your initials; but there 
are some documents of so great import- 
ance that you write out your full name. 
So the Saviour in some parts of the Bi- 
ble is called "Lord," and in other parts 
of the Bible He is called "Jesus," and in 
other parts of the Bible He is called 
"Christ;" but that there 
might be no 
mistake about this passage, all three 
names come together—"The Lord Jesus 
Christ." 


Now, who is this being that you want 
me to trust in and believe 
in? 
Men 
sometimes come to me with credentials 
and certificates of good character, but I 
cannot trust them. 
There is some dis- 
honesty in their looks that makes me 
know that I shall be cheated if I con- 
fide in them. 
You cannot put your 
heart's confidence in a man until you 
know what stuff he is made of, and am I 
unreasonable to-day when I stop to ask 
you who this is that you want me to 
trust in? No man would think of ven- 
turing his life on a vessel going out to 
sea that had never been inspected. 
No, 
you must have the certificate hung amid- 
ships, telling how many tons it carries, 
and how long ago it was built, and who 
built it, and all about it. And you can- 
not expect me to risk the cargo of my 
immortal interests on board any craft 
till you tell me what it is made of, and 
where it was made and what it is. 
When,' then, I ask you who this is you 
want me to trust in, you tell me He was 
a very attractive person. 
Contemporary 
writers describe His whole 
appearance 
as being resplendent. 
There was no 
need for Christ to tell the children to 
come to Him. "Sutter little children to 
come unto me," was not spoken to the 
children; it was spoken to the disciples. 
The children came readily enough with- 
out any invitation. 
No sooner did Je- 
sus appear than the little ones jumped 
from their mother's arms, an avalanche 
of beauty and love, into His lap. Christ 
did not ask John to put his head down 
upon his bosom; John could not help 
but put bis head there. 
I suppose to 
look at Christ was to love Him. 
Oh, 
how attractive His manner. Why, when 
theysaw Christ coming along the street 
they ran into their houses, and they 
wrapped up their invalids as quick as 
they could, and brought them out that 
He might look at them. 
There was 
something so pleasant, so inviting, so 
cheering in everything He did, in His 
very look. When these sick ones were 
brought out. did He say: "Do not bring 
me these sores; do not trouble me with 
these leprosies?" No, no; there was a 
kind look, there was a gentle word, 
there was a healing touch. 
They could 
not'keep away from Him. 


In addition to this softness of charac- 
ter,there WM allery mouentom* How the

tMCk, coming off the sea of Galilee, go- 
icig up to tha palace of the Ciesars. 
making that palace qnake to the lonn- 
dtvtions, and uttering a word of mcrcy 
in<ikiddneBS^ which thi&bs iMotigh ail 
thie earth, and through all the heavens, 
and throQiïh all ages. 
Oh, he was a 
loving Christ. 
But it was not effimt- 
nacy or insipidity of character; it was 
accompanied with majesty, infinite and 
omnipotent. 
Lest the world should not 
realize Ilis earnestness, 
this 
Christ 
mounts the cross. 


You say: "If Christ has to die, why 
not let Him take some deadly potion and 
lie on a couch in some bright and beau- 
tiful home? If He must die, let Him 
expire amid all kindly intentions." No, 
the world must hear the hammers on the 
heads of the spikes. 
The world must 
listen to the death rattle of the sufferer. 
The world must feel His warm blood 
dropping on each cheek, while it lookJ 
up into-the face of His anguish. And so 
the cross must be lifted and a hole dug 
on the top of Calvary. 
It must be dug 
three feet deep, and then the cross is 
laid on the ground, and the sufferer is 
stretched upon it, and the nails are 
pounded through neive and muscle and 
bone, through the right hand, through 
the left hand, and then they shake His 
right hand to see if it is fast, and they 
heave up the wood, half a dozen should- 
ers under the weight, and they put the 
end o | the cross in the mouth of the 
hol^, and they plunge it in, all the weight 
of^His body coming down for the first 
time on the spikes; and while some hold 
the cross upright others throw in the 
dirt and trample it down, and trample it 
hard. 
Oh, plant that tree well and 
thoroughly, for it is to bear fruit such 
as no other tree ever bore. Why did 
Christ endure it? He could have taken 
those rocks and with them crushed His 
crucifiers. He could have reached up 
and grasped the sword of the omnipo- 
tent God, and with one clean cut have 
tumbled them into perdition. 
But no; 
He was to die. He must die. His life 
for your life. In a European city a 
young man died on the scaffold for the 
crime of murder. 
Some time after the 
mother of this young man was dying, 
and the priest came in, and she made 
confession to the priest that she was the 
murderer and not her son; in a moment 
of anger she had struck her husband a 
blow that slew him. 
The son came sud- 
denly into the room, and was washing 
away the wounds aud trying to resusci- 
tate his father, when some one looked 
through the window and saw him, aud 
supposed him to be the criminal. 
That 
young man died for his own mother. 
You say: "It was wonderful that he 
never exposed her." But I tell you of a 
grander thing. 
Christ, the Son of God, 
died not for His mother, nor for His 
father, but for His sworn enemies. 
Oh, 
such a Christ as that—so loving, so pa- 
tient, so self-sacrificing—can you not 
trust Him? 1 think there are many un- 
der the influence of the spirit of God 
who are saying: 
"I will trust Him if 
you will only tell me how;" and the 
great question asked by thousands is: 
"How? how?" And while I answer your 
question I look up and utter the prayer 
which Rowland Hill so often uttered in 
the midst of his sermons: 
"Master, 
help!" 
How are you to trust in Christ? 
Jiist as you trust anyone. 
You trust 
your partner in business with important 
things. 
If a commercial house gives 
you a note payable three months hence, 
you expect the payment of that note at 
the end of three months. You have per- 
fect confidence in their word and in 
their ability. 
Or again, you go home 
expecting there will be food on the 
table. 
You have confidence in that. 
Now, I ask you to have the same confi- 
dence in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He 
says: "You believe I take away your 
sins, and they are all taken away." 
"What!" you saj-, "before I pray any 
more? Before I read my Bible anymore? 
Before I cry over my sins any more?" 
Yes, this moment. Believe with all your 
heart and you are saved. 
Why, Christ 
is only waiting to get from you what 
you give to scores of people every day. 
What is that? 
Confidence. 
If 'these 
people whom you trust day by day are 
more worthy than Christ, if they are 
more faithful than Christ, if they have 
done more than Christ ever did, then 
give them the preference; but if you 
really think that Christ is as trustworthy 
as they are, then deal with him as fairly. 
"Oh," says some one in a light way, "I 
believe that Christ was born in Bethle- 
hem, and I believe that He died on the 
cross." Do you believe it with your head 
or your heart? I will illustrate the dif- 
ference. 
You are in your own house. 
In the morning you open a newspaper 
and you read how Capt. Braveheart on 
the sea risked his life for the salvation 
of his passengers. 
\'ou say, "What a 
grand fellow he must have been! 
His 
family deserves very well of the coun- 
try." You fold the newspaper and sit 
down at the table, and perhaps do not 
think of that incident again. 
That is 
historical faith. 


But now you are on the sea, and it is 
night, and you are asleep, and you are 
awakened by the shriek of "Fire!" 
You 
rush out on the deck. 
Your hair amid 
the wringing of the hands and the faint- 
ing, the cry, "No hope! no hope! 
We 
are lost! we are lost!" The sails puts 
out its wings of fire, the ropes make a 
burning ladder in the night Heavens, 
the spirit of wrecks hisses in the wave, 
and on the hurricane deck shakes out 
its banner 
of smoke 
and 
darkness. 
"Down with the lifeboats!" cries the 
captain. 
"Down with the 
lifeboats!" 
People rush into them. 
The boats are 
about full. Boom only for one more 
man. 
You are standing on the deck be- 
side the captain. Who shall it be? You 
or the captain? The captain says, " You." 
You jump and are saved. He 
stands 
there and dies. Now, you believe that 
Capt. Braveheart sacrified himself for 
his passengers, but you believe it with 
love, with tears, with hot and long con- 
tinued exclamations, with grief at his 
loss, and joy at your deliverance. 
That 
is saving faith. In other words, whrt 
you believe with all the heart, and be- 
lieve in regard to yourself. 
On this 
hinge turns my sermon; aye, the salva- 
tion of your immortal soul. You often 
go across a bridge you know 
nothing 
about. 
You do not know who built the 
bridge, you do not know what material 
it is made of; but you come to it and 
walk over it and ask no questions. 
And 
here is an arched bridge blasted from 
the "Eock of Age." And built by the 
architect of the whole universe,spanning 
the dark gulf between sin and righteous- 
ness, and all God asks you is to walk 
across it; and yon start, and you come 
to it, and you stop, and you go a little 
way on and you stop, and you fall back, 
and you experimentT Yon say, "How do 
I know that bridge will hold me?" in- 
stead of marching on with firm step, 
asking no questions, but feeling that 
the strength of the eternal God is under 
you. 
Oh, was there ever a prize prof- 
fered so cheap as pardon and Heaven 
are offered to you? For how much? A 
million dollars? It is certainly worth 
more than that. 
But cheaper than that 
you can have it. 
Ten thousand dollars? 
Less than that. Five thousand dollars? 
Less than that. 
One dollar? Less than 
that. 
One farthing? Less than that. 
"Without money and without price." 
No money to pay. No journey to take. 
No penance to suffer. Only just one 
decisive action of the soul: 
"Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou shalt 
be saved." 
Shall I try to tell you what 
it is to be saved? I cannot tell you. 
No man, no angel can tell you. 
But I 
can hint at it. 
For my text brings me 
up to this point. "Thou shalt be saved." 
It means a happy life here, and a peace- 
ful death and blissful eternity. 
It is a 
grand thing to go to sleep at night and 
get up in the morning, and to do busi- 
ness all day feeling that all is right be- 
tween my heart and God. No accident, 
no sickn^is, no persecution, no perili 


fiare 
no sword can no mo any pemaoent 
damt^e. 
I am a forgiven child of God; 
and He is bonnd to see me tbrongb. 
The mountain» may depart, the earth 
may burn, the light of the stars may be 
blown out bv the blast of the judgment

? 
resent and things to come, are mine, 
ea, further than that—it 
means 
a 
peaceful death. 
Mrs. Hemans, Mrs. 
Sigourney, Dr. Young, and almost all 
the poets have said handsome things 
about death. 
There is nothing beauti- 
ful about it. When we stand by the 
white and rigid features of those whom 
we love, and they give no answering 
pressure of the hand and no returning 
kiss of the lip. we do not want anybody 
poetizing around about us. Death is 
loathsomeness, and midnight, and the 
wringing of the heart until the tendrils 
snap and curl in the torture, unless 
Christ shall be with ,ns. I confess to 
you an infinite fear, a consttming horror 
of death, iinless Christ shall be with 
me. I would rather go down into a cave 
of wild beasts or a jungle of reptiles 
than into the grave, unless Christ goes 
with me. Will you tell me that I am to 
be carried out from my bright home 
and put away in the darkness? I cannot 
bear darkness. 
At the first coming of 
the evening I must have the gas lighted, 
and the further on in life I get the more 
I like to have my friends round about 
me. 


And am I to be put off for thousands 
of years in a dark place with no one to 
speak to? When the holidays come and 
the gifts are distributed, shall I add no 
joy to the "Merry Christmas," or the 
"Happy New Year?" Ah, do not point 
down to the hole in the ground, the 
grave, and call it a beautiful place. 
Unless there be some supernatural il- 
lumination I shudder back from it. 
My 
whole nature revolts at it. But now 
this glorious lamp is lifted above the 
grave, and a)I the darkness is gone, and 
the way is clear. I look into it now 
without a single shudder. 
Now my 
anxiety is not about death; my anxiety 
is that I may live aright, f o r i know that 
if my life is consistent when I come to 
the last hour, and this voice is silent, 
and these eyes are closed, and these 
hands with which I beg for your eter- 
nal salvation to-day are folded over the 
still heart, that then I shall only begin 
to live. 
What power is there in any- 
thing to chill me in the last hour if 
Christ wraps around me the skirt of his 
own garment? What darkness can fall 
upon my eyelids then amid the heavenly 
daybreak? O Death, I will not fear thee 
then. 
Back to thy cavern of darkness, 
thou robber of all the earth. 
Fly! thou 
despoiler of families. With this battle 
ax 1 hew thee in twain from helmet to 
sandal, the voice of Christ sounding all 
over the earth and through the Heav- 
ens: "O Death, I will be thy plague. O 
Grave, I will be thy destruction." 


To be saved is to wake up in the pres- 
ence of Christ. 
You know when Jesus 
was upon earth how happy he made 
every house he went into, and when he 
brings us up to his house in Heaven 
how great shall be our glee. 
His voice 
has more music in it than is to be heard 
in all the oratorios of eternity. 


Talk not about banks dashed with 
efilorescence. Jesus is the chief bloom 
of Heaven. 
We shall see the very face 
that beamed sympathy in Bethany, and 
take the very hand that drooped its 
blood from the short beam of the cross. 
Oh, I want to stand in eternity with 
Him. 
Toward that harbor I steer. 
To- 
ward that goal I run. I shall be satis- 
fied when 1 awake in his likeness. 


Oh, broken hearted men and women, 
how sweet it will be in that good land to 
pour all of your hardships and bereave- 
ments and losses into the loving ear of 
Christ, and then have him explain why 
it was best for you to be sick, and why 
it was best for you to be widowed, and 
why it was best for you to be persecuted, 
and why it was best for you to be tried, 
and have him point to an elevation pro- 
portionate to your disquietude 
here, 
saying: "You suffered with me on earth, 
come up now and be glorified with me 
in Heaven." 
Some one went into a 
house where there had been a good deal 
of t r o u b l e , and said to the w o m a n t h e r e : 
"You seem to be lonely." "Yes," she 
said, "I am lonely." "How many in 
the family?" "Only mvself." 
"Have 
you had any children?" "I had seven 
children." "Where are they?" "Gone." 
"All gone?" 
"All," 
"All dead?" 
"All." 
Then she breathed a long sigh into th^ 
loneliness, and said; "Oh, sir, I have 
been a good mother to the grave." 
And 
so there are hearts here that are utterly 
broken down by the bereavements of life. 
I point you to-day to the eternal balm 
of Heaven: 
Are there any here that I 
am missing this morning? 
Oh, you poor 
waiting maid! 
your 
heart's 
sorrow 
poured in no human ear, lonelv and 
sad! how glad you will be when Christ 
shall disband all your 
sorrows and 
crown you queen unto God and

Lamb forever! Aged men and women," 
fed by his love and warmed by his grace 
for three score years and ten! will not 
your decrepitude change for the leap of 
a heart when you .come to look face to 
face upon him whom having not seen 
you love? That will be the Good Shep- 
herd, not out in the night and watching 
to keep off' the wolves, but with the 
lamp reclining on the sunlit hill. 
That 
will be the captain of our salvation, not 
amid the roar and crash and boom of 
battle, but amid his disbanded troops 
keeping victorious festivity. 
That will 
be the Bridegroom of the Church com- 
ing from afar, the bride leaning upon 
his arm, while he looks down into her 
face, and says: "Behold, thou art fair, 
my love!

Saul went to Bamah a mere herdsman, 
be came away an anointed king. 
So sud- 
denly came Lord Mansfield to his high 
estate that he knew no interval between 
io business and three thousand pounds 
a. year. 
The lesson is, to prepare for 
asefulness, walk dutifully, prayerfully, 
»nd God will bring his child into it. 
"Nature creates merit," says Bochefou- 
uauld, "and fortune brings it into play." 
What the poets call "fortune," let us call 
providence.

Or say it as Jacob said it at Bethel,

WHAT THE LESSON TEACHES. 


Captain over my people Israel. 
Saul 
was a man of large stature and of great 
natural gifts, but lowly in his circum- 
stances and here on a humble errand, 
ft was a man "out of the land of Ben- 
jamin* whom God sent. How often God 
calls such to his highest stations! 
From 
the tow-path came Gariied; from the 
cobbler's bench, Carey. 
John Wana-s 
maker started out with a store-broom in 
his hand, and. vras not ashamed to be 
seen on the streets with a wheelbarrow 
before him. 
In this he was not unlike 
his fellow-townsman. George W. Childs, 
who, in his recent^Kecollections," says: 


I was self-supporting at a very early age. 
In my twelfth year, when school was dis- 
missed for the summer. I took the place of 
errand-boy in a book-stoie in Baltimore, 
at a salary'of two dollars a week, and spent 
the vacation in hard work. And I enjoyed 
it. I have never been out of employment; 
always found something to do and was al- 
ways eager to do it. and I think I earned 
every cent of my flrst money. When first 
at work in Philadelphia I would get up very 
early in the morning, go down to the store, 
and'wash the pavement and put things in 
order before breakfast, and in the winter- 
time would make the fire and sweep out ttie 
store. In the same spirit, when books were 
bought at nis?ht at auction. I would early 
next morning vo for them with awheel-bar- 
row. And I have never outsrrown this 
wholesome habit of doing things directly 
and in order. I would to-day as lief carry a 
bundle up Chestnut street from the Ledger 
office as I would then. As a matter of fact. 
I carry bundles very often. But I under- 
stand that certain young men of the period 
would scorn to do as mucn.

Ke»p self in the back- 
ground, let God work. Michael Angeio 
fastened a candle to his sculptor-cap that 
he might not get in his own light. 
Dc 
likewise. 
Samuel was led in this case no 
less than was Saul. 
One was led to ser- 
vice, the other to promotion. 
Let us 
watch not simply for the latter but foi 
the former also, guidance to helping. 
Look upon all circumstances, chance ac- 
quaintanceship, wayside conversations, 
as sent of God for another's good, if not 
our own. Remember that kindly hand 
laid on the snoulder of John B. Gough 
when he was fighting his great battle with 
drink. 
That hand was charged with 
heaven's electricity. Be first of all neai 
to the heart of God and then near to the 
heart of fellowmen. "Lookout" Commit, 
tee, first look up. 


Then Saul^reio near. 
How gentle the 
divine constraint! Saul, drawing near to 
Samuel in the gate, was not conscious ol 
a hand leading him; but it was there, 
nevertheless, and God was bringing him 
straight to his kingdom. God opened th« 
little wicket gate of opportunity and Saul 
entered in. Be ready to enter when the 
door swings open. 
A 'sculptor exhibited 
a carved god of strange aspect. 
Its face 
was concealed by being covered with hair, 
and each foot had wings. "Why is its 
face hidden?" asked a spectator. "Becausa 
men seldom know him when he comes to 
them." "Why has he wings on his feet?" 
"Because he is soon gone, and once gone, 
cannot be overtaken." 
"What is his 
name?" "Opportunity." 
William James 
Tilley, in his "Masters of the Sitiiation," 
prints this sad but exquisite bit of verse:

Saul, set not thy mind 
on thy lost property. 
"For whom is all

Why slay your- 
self because of the supposed escape oi 
two prisoners, for whom, in themselves, 
yoa care nothing? And as for that, we 
are all here." 
Then that second voice, 
opening the door unexpectedly on a king- 
dom of light: "Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved and 
thy house-" It is a word for us as well. 
"Seek ye first the Kingdom of God, and 
his righteousness, and all these things 
shall be added unto you."

Gold Watcheji. 


'^Gold watches are so commonly woru 
nowadays that men don't take as mucb 
pride in wearing them as they did a 
few years ago," says a jeweler. 
"'The 
individual who could sport a gold watch 
and a gold chain a dozen years ago was 
looked upon as a man of means. 
But 
he isn't now. 
Why, you will iind gold 
watches in the jwekets of men who are 
really poor. 
Did you ever notice tha 
ostente-tious manner in which a young 
man handles his first gold watch ? It 
is rather amusing. 
Usually he carries 
it in a chamois leather pouch, and is 
very careful not to breathe on it oi 
touch the case with his iipgers. 
He 
consults it every fifteen minutes fot 
the first month, but he soon tires of it, 
and then considers it an awful bore to 
be asked the time. 
The demand foi 
gold watches was never greater than 
it is to-day. 
"Watch companies are kept 
busy filling orders, and we jewelers 
do a good business in this line." 


"Why is it that watches are so mucii 
cheaper now ?" 


'•Well, for one thing, the watch move- 
ments are a great deal cheaper. 
Gold 
is just exactly the same price per penny 
weight. 
The reduction in price is 
fin^ to the movements. 
Those in oom^ 
mon use in gold watches of the cheap* 
est grade are from $10 to $20 each, and 
some of the best movements are worth 
at wholesale $25 or $30. 
There is, 
however, a high-priced, fine American 
movement which may cost you $75, buf 
it is not put in ordinary cases. 
A 
watch for which you paid SlOO a few 
years ago you can get to-day for $60, and 
this $60 watch will have a $10 or $19 
movement in it. For $30 you should get 
a movement cased in solid 14:-karat gold, 
weighing from 45 to 50 pennyweights. 
iYou can get more service out of a 14i< 
karat than out of an 18-karat case.

Shortly 
before the French Exposition opened, 
lie bought a small hotel in Paris on the 
installment plan.

Of course tho 
safe deposits increased with tho ]H>pn- 
larity of tho hotel, and both reached 
liigli-watcr mark two days before the 
second installment of S*,000 on the pur- 
chase price of the hotel fell due. " There 
was then 57,000 in British jewelry and 
Bank-notes in the safe. The pick-pock- 
et landlord stole every sou of it. He 
concealed his plunder in his quarters in 
another part of Paris, dyed his hair, 
shaved hie beard, put on si French suit 
of clothes, and began nicking pockets 
at the exposition. He was' caught by 
the police with his hand in the pocket 
of an English member of Parliament, 
imd was locked up. A police investiga- 
tion led to a rovelation of Im history, 
and the recovery of tho jewelry anil 
irioncy which had been given him for 
safe keeping. -

HORRORS OF HAYTI. 


AN ALMOST INCREDIBLE STORY 


OF CANNIBALISM. 


Sickening Ceremonies Introduced In 


the Practices of Voudooism — Hu- 
man Flesh Sold In the Market 
Places. 


When it is remembered that Huyti 


was once a French cohmi-, and that, at 
the outset, H largo contingent of l''rvmm 
citizens were engaged in tho work of 
civilization, it seems strange that so 
little that is valuable and Ijenvficiol 
should have resulted from their labors. 
This may be. partly due to certain in- 
herent defects iu the native character, 
but tiiere are other reasons, and foremost 
among them must be ranked the terrible 
Biiperstitiou that rests\on the country 
like u murky elond, stifling all noble as- 
pirations and hoiicat endeavor. 


When, several years ago, an English- 


man, Sir Spencer St. John, took upon 
himself to print in book form the result 
of his investigatious regarding voudov- 
ifim in Hayti, there was a dcafeiHfig 
clamor raised by the residents .of' the 
island against what they were pleased 
to term "an indictment of a whole na- 
tion;" but Sir John stood valiantly by 
his guns and would by no means retract 
n single one of his many damaging 
statements. Instead of this he made 
fresh researches, and has just published 
the. result in a second edition of the 
original work. A glance at this latest 
issue will show that the author, instead 
of retracting anything, has now fort if let 
his former assertions by fresh evidence 
brought down to date- 


As a result of his inquiries, Sir Spen- 


cer finds that tho degraded, African 
religion not only retains its hold npon 
Hayli, but is avtually being extended. 
The Emperor Sonloucjue was a rirm 
adherent, and General Therlonge was a 
high priest, as wns also a recent prime 
minister, "whoso bloody deeds \\i\l be 
an evrtrlasting reproach to Iiismcinory." 
President Halnavo at lirst seemed dis- 
posed to court tho educated classes, and 
for a time kept clear of tho practitioners 
of the voudoo rites, but he finally gave 
way and

"papohii," or priest, near Port an Prince. 
By the hitter's orders ho bathed in tho 
blood of goats, made conciderablo pres- 
ents to the priests and priestesses, and 
then feasted with tho worshippers, who 
csivo themselves up to all manner of 
debauchery, and kept up thcso festiv- 
ities so long that even the iron constitu- 
tion of the President gave way, and ho 
was con tiuud to his bed for many davs 
thereafter. 
It is also added that "in 


order to secure from tho priest a full 
assurance of victory over his enemies, 
hu actually consented to lake part in 
the highest cere: n ony of all — tho being 
iinnointed with tho blood of a "goat 
without horns" or child, but regarding 
this Sir Spencer was not able to secure 
entirely trustworthy information. 


That cannibalism is a common prac- 


tice in the island, and that it is ignored 
and winked at by Iho authoriticB, is also 
assorted by Sir Spencer St. -Tohii. In a 
local paper, LvlVuple, tho following 
paragraph appeared on Jnniiarv!£f, ItHW; 
"Last week lien. Alfred Milord, com- 


manding the town and communo of

Spencer induccda friend of his, a priest, 
to visit the culprito. On these occasions 
they related their statement*. Horrified 
by tho floliitlii the priest questioned a 
mother: "How could you eat Iho flesh 
of your own children '{" to which sho 
replied coldly, "And who had a letter 
right f" 


As to tho sacrifice of tho "goat with- 


out horns," it is Uins dosmbcd by a 
young Catholic priest who was a>i eyo 
witness of the horrible rites:

He at once wont to tho 
police, stated the facts, and endeavored 
to induce them to interfere, but in vain. 
Tho next morning, however, ho pre- 
vailed on the officials to go with him to 
the 8cei;o of tho murder, where they 
found tho remains of tho feast, ami, 
near the shed, tho boiled skull of tho 
child. 


Sir Spencer ftsserts that such cases 


can be multiplied indefinitely by the 
careful inquirer, dospitn the attempts in 
official qunvtfrs to conceal the fuels, 
from which he draws tho conclusion 
that there is little reason to hope that 
bhc native population will ever risu to 
better things. Indeed, it is evident 
that until this degrading superstition 
can bo rooted ont, and tho niimls of 
thoso poor croat lire's enlightened by ed- 
ucation, even fruo institutions will re- 
main powerless to confer upon them any 
lasting benefit.— [New York Mail and 
Express.

SIGHTS IN MEXICO. 


Jumbo Snaile — "Wonderful Butterflies 


— Armadillos as Food. 


The trees ore covered with orchids, 


lovely in form and buc, oxiraisito ol 
odor, infinite in variety. In the course 
of one afternoon 1 withered more than a 
dozen species, besides n whole llower- 
iiress full of ferns ami blossoms, as on 
incidental iu the collection of butterflies 
and land-shells. 


Of tho liitU-r there are over one hun- 


dred varieties in the neighborhood o 
Xulapa, from the tiny Strebelin|i,new!j 
discovured by my hostess, who is a full- 
blooded Toloniw -Jndinn, to the grrt.1 
hermaphrodite Olandina Sowerbyana, 
whose nhi'll reaches u length of eleven 
ecutimelrcB or Jive inches, while the ex- 
tended snail not infrequently measure: 
eight and one-half or niiio inches. Ani 
tho butterflies ! oh, tho butterflies! I 
remember once cavilling at Edwin Ar 
uold's simile in "Tho Light of Asia,' 
wherein ho speaks of butterlliesae "jew- 
elled fibjects." Tho term seemed inap- 
propriate to the velvety texture of the 
jouttc-rfly ; bat I bow to its aoeuraev.lmv- 
.ing Been tho butterflies of Xnhina 
White, black, red, purple, brown, goldei 
they shine, and many of them glitter 
witli the brilliancy of geniP. One i»r.i 
ticalarly beautiful variety is fapiiliarlj 
known us "tho'figuve 8," from the marl 
on tho under side of its wings. The 
spread of win" of somo of these gor^o 
ous creatures is often eight or ten inche.s 
ami the night inotbs bavu winys larger 
thanjtljose of doves in many species. 


Arniiidillos are, if not abundant, not 


rare hent bouts, and they find rcadv pur- 
chasers at from thirty to fifty cents. The 
flesh is very delicate and savory. The 
favorite mode of cooking- is bv a sort o. 
barbecue iu its own shC-il- This shell is 
o sightly object, with its graduated bos- 
ses and cornif-at'one, and it hns lieen 
utilized by deft needlewomen for tin 
groundwork of nmii}* pretty bags am' 
boxes. Tho peons employed in fieh 
labor use these ebells to hold the sect 
for sowing. To meet these purposes the 
lateral edges ure bent together wliile 
green, ami laced fast by cords or hide 
thongs. Although it would appear to 
be » cleaner animal than the armadillo, 
the opossum, it seems, is disdained as a 
food clement by the Mexican?, although 
it is so plentiful hereabouts that it is 
largely trappi'i* for its depredations 
in tho poultry yard. 
Strange- thai 


this discrimination *hnuld cxist,fur the 
armadillo is somewhat omuivcron?, ami 
it ha* been asserted that it has been 
known to imikeghontishniKfe on grave- 
yards, while the opossum is a mere fas- 
tidious creature. 


Thcru exists hereabouts a belief that 


the tail of the opossum, dried and pul- 
vcri/ed and drunk in wine, is a sover- 
eign, remedy for chilis and fever. 
Another animal, considered :i tidbit bj 
the people of tho lowlands, makes a do 
eidedly ropulsivo impression upon un- 
accustomed 
utningerK. 
This is ai 


iguana or lizard, which the native* 
catch nnd coutino in the tlmtchcd-roufci 
peaks of their houses. Somo people de- 
clan-, that in order to fatten properly, 
the mouth of thn iguanii immt bo closet: 
by a few stitches to prevent it fron 
eating. 
The truth probably is that tin 


wider the poor creature's month is left 
open tho sooner it completes the process 
of fattening, as it <l«uiitlv*.s liven nu tlio 
various IHI-VJU and beetles bred in tin 
straw or palm of the thatching. Another 
of tho resources of tho cnmmiHsary de- 
piirtinont is a shrub which i* callod hu- 
qninitc, or cUo pitas (whistles), from 
tho tthajw of tho Honor*, which iiro of a 
di'op Fg:u-Iet, wine three inches iu length, 
growing iu clusters. 
These conical 


beads are ecwikod either iw greens or in 
tho shape of foreenioat balls, and they 
haw, it in said, nil tho flavor of gooil 
meat. I htivo not tasted them. 


There aro mosqiiitoos in abundance 


and a vicioim little gnat culled rodndor, 
or "rounder," whwo sting burns lik< 
fire and leaves a tiny npeck of Kcarlct in 
tint Jlesh of itf victim. 
Happily this 


ju-st is not common. 
Thcru aro scor- 


pions nnd other venomous insects, but 
their sting is only painful, not fatal. 
Thero in ulno a lattlcsnalco which is not 
venomous, and u horned nori>oiit, and 
another unako which the wiseacres wero 
:fnin tu nnd a realization of thn fabled 
Amphishccna, which was said to havo a 
head at each end nnd to run with e<|iial 
facility in either direotion. Tin-present 
variety has l«>oii shown, howover, to 
havo tho customnvy heml iiml tail end, 
tho two being markV-dlv alike in apijear- 
ancc.— [Han I'Taiicisco'Chronicle. 


Jumbo Among Chimneys. 


Tho till chimneys erected by tho Hai- 


grave. Ulol.o ynrn mills now bid fair t.i 
bo eclipsed by ono bciiii/ erected at tho 
Kail Htvor Trim Works Company'* mill. 
Tho axpuriK on tho hoights of chimneys 
day that it will l>u the second highest in 
tlio country. 


Instead of hoisting tho brick and mor- 


tnr on tho uutsidr, as is commonly done, 
nn elevator is being built to run up the 
interior of tho chimney. It is to be run 
by a hoisting engine by means of a wiro 
cable. As tho work progrossus tho guidea 
for the elovutor will bo erected inside, 
and the overhead work moved upward. 
Thero will bo 1,500,000 bricks used,

The work on the foundation is com-

4 inches. Tho Hue will bo 11 foot in 
diameter.— jl-'ull Itivcr (Mkss.)

e'ephunt, and another to the hind, 
shackle. Both elephants are started in 
opposite directions, and the pupil's legs 
are pulled apart, throwing him down.

When :i tiger is captured i 
must bo wounded or bi>aten before i 
can bo put into a cage. This tenches il 
a \vhok-Nume respect for its captor, ant 
makes its snbse'.

22 of utiolol of the nUto constitution 
mjt that there nhall bo no imprison 
tnent for debt, exoopt in case of fraud 
and by » oonseqnont act of tlio Icgtdla 
tore it was made unlawful to imprison 
for debt, under any oircnmatanocs, 
woman, or man who WM a soldier in th 
war of tfau revolution. 


Jndgm are invariably opposed to in 


voicing the aid of the law l>y which a 
man out be imprinoned bocnose lie does 
not pay hut debts, and yet they ore 
sometimes compelled to enforce the let- 
ter of the-law. 


Judge Livingston Howland said th 


other day, after refusing the petition o 
John G. Punly for a writ of habeas cor 
pan, that ho wan opposed to imprison 
ment for debt and was sorry he ooul 
cot find some excuse for letting the man 
go. It had boon clearly proven, how

gun or eanuon invented up to the year 
I860. 
These battering rains were 


probably as effective in, knocking down 
a .wall or staving iu tho side of a ship as 
the best modern cannon, but for making 
a breach the guns are far superior. 
Such was the solidity and thickness of 
tho walls of Jerusalem, that, Josephus 
tells us, it took all oue night for an enov 
mans battering ram to dislodge four 


Vltruvins bos left ns the discription 


of a ram weighing 480,000 pounds, but 
probably the most celebrated of all the 
ancient moving tower rams was that 
constructed by Demetrius Poliorcetes 
at the siege of Rhodes. 
The base of 


the tower was seventy-five feet square. 
The ram itself was an assembly of large 
square beams resting on wheels in size 
proportioned to the weight of the struc- 
ture, and all rivited together with iron. 
The felloes of the wheels were three 
feet thick and strengthened with iron 
plates. From eaoh of the four angles 
of the tower * larger pillar of wood was 
carried up to a height of 150 feet, and 
these pillars were inclined toward one 
another. 
The tower had three stories, 


communicating by two staircases each. 
Three sides of the machine were plated 
with iron to protect them against fire. 
In front of each story there were loop- 
holes, screened by leather curtains to 
keep out darts, arrows, etc. Each story 
was provided with machines for throw- 
ng stones and darts, and thelower story 
as the ram itself, thirty fathoms long, 
nd fashioned at the end into on iron 
wak or prow. The entire machine was 
overt forward by 3,500 soldiers. 
But it can be easily understood that 


uuong so many men some mast be more 
yr less exposed to the enemy's darts 


arrows, and so to drive the enemy 


rom the walls and open places, to 
weak tho roofs of his houses and other- 
wise annoy him, machines were neces- 
iary for throwing missile*, from small 
dart* up to huge boulders.—St. Nich-

Hut in 
1W17, or in 1S57, or In 1M7;i u tmtitmnl 
panic strikes tbo fonudntiuiis of the 
ooiiiiuvrciul worlil. nuil crntb! ROeH all 
thntmnguincuut bum nun* vstrtbllHbmcut. 
Here is n man who has built up n very 
beautiful home. Ill* daughters have 
junt como from tho icmittnry with di- 
plomas of Krnduatiou. Hiit HOUH hnvo 
start oil iu life, houowt, temperate nud 
pure. When the evening lights nro 
struck, there in a, happy und uiibrokou 
fnmily circle. Hut there ha* boon nu 
accident down nt Long Branch. Tho 
young man ventured too far out In tho 
surf. Tha telegraph hurled the terror 
Up to tha city. An earthquake struck 
under tlio foundations of thnt beautiful 
home. The piano cloaod; the curtnlntt 
dropped; the Inughtor hushed. Crnsh! 
go all those domestic hopes nud pros- 
pacts nnd expectation*. Ho, my friend, 
we havo all felt tho ahnkiug down of 
Bomo groat trouble, nnd thero won a 
tinio when we wore us much excited ns 
this man of tho text, nud we cried out ns 
ho did. "What shall I do? Whitt shall I 
do?" 
The notno reply thnt the apostle

80 the Saviour iu some parts of the Bi- 
blo is called "Lord." ami in other parts 
of the Bible He is called "Jesus," autl in 
other parts of the Bible He i» called 
"Christ;" but that thero might bo uo 
mistake about this passage, nil three 
nnmea como together— "Tho Lord Jesus 
Christ." 


Now, who is this being thnt you want 


me to trust in and believe in? 
Men 


sometimes como to mo with credentials 
nnd certificates of good character, but I 
cannot trust them. Thero is some dis- 
honesty in their looks that makes mo 
know ttint I shall bo cheated if I con- 
fide in them. 
Yon cannot pnt your 


know what stuff he is made of, nud am I 
unronaonable to- dny when I fitop to ask 
you who this is thnt you wnnt mo lo 
trint in? No man would tliink of ven- 
turing hia life ou a vessel going out to 
sen that had never been inspected. No, 
you must hnvo tho cortlficnto hung amid- 
ships, tolling how mnny tons it carries, 
and how long ago it wns built, nnd who 
built it, nnd nil about it. And you cnu- 
not expect mo to risk tho cargo of my 
immortal interests on hoard any crnft 
till you toll mo what it is made of, nud 
where it wns made nnd whnt it is. 
When,' then, I nsk you who this is you 
want me to trust in, you tell mo He was 
n very attractive person. Contemporary 
writers describe His whole appearance 
ns being resplendent. There was no 
need for Christ to tell tho children to 
como to Him. "Sutler littlo children to 
como unto me," wns not spoken to the 
children; it wns spoken to the dlsoiplos. 
Tbo children enmo readilv enough with- 
out nny invitation. No sootier did Je- 
fins appear than tho little onos jumped 
from their mother's nrms, nn nvnlnucho 
of beauty and love, into Ills Inp. Christ 
did not nsk.Iohn to put his head down 


but put his head there. I suppose to 
look nt Christ wns to lovo Him. Oh. 
how nttrnctivo His manner. 
Why, when 


thoy saw Christ coming along tho stroot 
they ran into their houses, ami they 
wrapped up tlioir invalids as quick ns 
tlioy could, and brought them out thnt 
Ho might look nt them. 
Thoro was 


something so pleasant, BO inviting, so 
cheering in everything Ho did, in His 
very loot. Wlioii these sick onm were 
brought out. did Ho say: "Do not bring 
mo those sores; do not trouble mo with 
those loproHtcs?" No, uo; thero wnq n 
kind look, there 
WDH n qontlo word, 


thoro wns n healing touch. 
They could 
fit koen away from Him. 


In addition to this woftnosa of cbar.ic- 
r,thcro was atlory momentum. Llowthc 


kings of tha e;irtb turned p:tle. Hero 
is n plain mau with « few sailors nt His 
back, i-omiu" off tbo sen of linlik'e, go- 
itig up to tba pnliu-o uf the IVt-ars, 
making that pitlacc .pinko to the Euuu- 
dutions, und uttering a word of me rev 
nud kindness which throbs through all 
th.o earth, and through all the heavens, 
nud through ull n<-es. Oh, he \vus u 
loving Christ. 
But it was not t-tUmi- 


tittcy or iiittipidilv of dm rat-tor; it was 
accompanied with majesty, infinite aud 
omnipotent. Le.tttbe world should uot 
realize His earnestness, this Christ 
mounts thu ITOSK. 


You snv: "If Christ has to die, whv 
not U't liimtake some clo:i(llv[)otiou and 
liu uu u cundt in some I. right and beau- 
tiful home? If He muttt die, let Him 
expire itintd nil kindly intentions." No, 
the world must hear tho hummers on the 
heads of tho spikes. Tbo world must 
listen to tbe death rattle of tbe sufferer. 
The world must feel His warm blood 
dropping ou each cheok. while it lookj 
up iuto1 tho face of Uisnuguish. Aud so 
the cross must be lifted and n hole dug 
on the top of Cnlvary. It must be dug 
three feet deep, nud then tho cross is 
bud on tbo ground, nnd tlio sufferer is 
stretched upon it, ami the null 6 nro 
pounded through neivo nnd muscle nud 
bone, through tho right hnml, through 
the left hand, nud then they shako His 
right hand to see if it is taut, nnd thoy 
heavu up the wood, half n dozen should- 
ere under tho weight, nnd they put tho 
end of tho cross in the mouth of the 
hole, nud thev plunge it in, nil the weight 
Of Otis body coining down fur the tint 
time on the spikes; und while some hold 
tho cross upright others throw in tho 
dirt and trample U down, nud trample it 
hard. Ob, plant that tree well nud 
thoroughly, Cor it is to bear fruit such 
ns no other tree ever bore. Why did 
Christ endure U? He could hnvo taken 
those rooks nnd with them crushed His 
crucifiers. Ho could hnve reached up 
nud grasped tfc'e sword of thu omnipo- 
tent God, nud with ono clean cut have 
tumbled them into perdition. But no; 
Ho was to di-3. He must die. His lifo 
for vour life. In n European city a 
young mnu died ou tbo scaffold for tbe 
crime of intmter. Home time after tho 
mother of thin young man was dying, 
nud the priest cniuo in, and shemudo 
confession to tbe priest that she was tho 
murderer nud uot her sou; iu n moment 
of nnger sbo had struck her hnslmnd n 
blow that slew him. The sou came snd- 
dculy into tho room, nnd wns washing 
awav tho wouuds nud trying to rcBUftci- 
tutc'his father, when somo otto looked 
through the window nnd saw him, imd 
supposed him to bo the criminal. That 
young man died for bis owu mother. 
You say: "It wns wonderful that ho 
never exposed her." But I tell you of n 
grander thing. Christ, the Son of God, 
died not for His mother, nor for His 
father, bnt for His sworn enemies. Oh, 
such n Christ ns that— so loving, BO pa- 
tient, so self-sacrificing— can von not 
trust Him? I think tlivre aru many un- 
der the influence of the spirit of God 
who nre saying: "I will trust Him if 
you will ouiy tell mo how;" nud tho 
great question asked bv thousands is: 
"How? how?" And whilo I nnswer vour 
question I look up nnd utter tho prayer 
which llowlaud Hill so often uttered in 
the midst of his sermons; ".Master, 
li«lp!" How aro you to trust in Christ? 
Just 'ns' you trust nnvoiic. Yon trust 
your partner lit bnsineNH with important 
things. 1C a commercial uouao given 
you nuoto payable tbrco months hence, 
you expect the payment of that note nt 
the end of three mouths. You hnvo per- 
fect, coundetico in their word mid in 
their ability. Or again, you go home 
expecting there will be food on the 
table. You hnvo con tl donee in thnt. 
Now, I ask von to have tho sumo con 11- 
donco in the Lord Jesus* Christ. He 
says: "You believe I tnke nwny your 
sins, nud thcv are nil tnkou nwny." 
"Whnt!" you say, "before I prny nnjr 
more? Boforo I rend my Jtible any moro? 
Before I cry over my" shin nny moro?" 
Yen, this moment. Jleliovo with nil your 
heart nnd you nru nnved. Wbv, Christ 
!s only waiting to get from you whnt 
you give to scores of people overv dny. 
What Is thnt? Confidence. 
If thoso 


people whom you trust dny by dny nre 
more worthy than Christ, if thov are 
moro faithful thnn Christ, if they hnvo 
done more thnn Christ ever did, then 
give them the preference; bnt if you 
really think thatChrlstis n» trustworthy 
nn they arc, then donl with hint AH fairly. 
"Oh," 
snvs some one in a light way, 
I 


believe thnt Christ wns born in Uothle- 
hcm, nnd I bullcvo that Ha <Had on tho 
crown." Do yon believe it with yonr hend 
or yonr heart? I will illustrate tlio dif- 
ference. You nro in yonr owu house. 
Iu the inoriihiK you upon a newspaper 
nnd von rend bow Cnpt. Brave heart oil 
tho son risked his lifo for the salvation 
of his passengers. \<m HBV, "What a 
grand follow he munt have been! His 
family deserves very well of the coun- 
try." You fold the newspaper nud nit 
down nt the table, and pcrunps do not 
think of thnt incident ngniu. That is 
historical faith. 


But now you aro on tho son, nnd it is 
night, and you nru asleep, and von are 
awakened by the shriek of "Firef" Yon 
runh out on tho deck. Your hair amid 
the wringing of the hands nnd tho faint- 
ing, the cry, "No hope! no hope! We 
nre lost! wo uro lost!" Tbe 
Kftils puts 


out its wings of lire, tbo ropes mnko n 
burning ladder in tho night Heavens, 
the spirit of wrecks hisses in tho wave, 
and on tho hurricane dealt shakes out 
its banner of smoke nud dnrkuoss. 
"Down with tho lifeboats!" cries the 
captain. "Down with tho lifeboats!" 
People rush into them. The boats nro 
about full. Itoom only for one moro 
mnu. 
Yon aro standing on tho deck bo- 


side th« cnptain. Who shull it bo? You 
or the captain? The captain says, "Yon." 
Yon jump nnd nro saved. Ho stands 
there nnd diet). Now, you boliovo thnt 
Cnpt. Brave heart tmcrined himself for 
his passengers, but you believe it with 
love, with tears, with hot nud long can- 
tinned exclamations, with grief at his 
loss, and jov at your deliverance. Thnt 
ia saving faith. In other words, whrt 
you beliova with nil the heart, nnd be- 
lieve In regard to yourself. On this 
hiiigo.turiia my sermon; nyo, the salva- 
tion of your immortal soul. You often 
go across a bridge yon know nothing 
about. You do not know who built the 
bridge, you do not know what material 
it is mndo of; but yon come to it nnd 
wnlk over it nnd ask no questions. And 
here is nu nrchod bridge blasted from 
tho "Bock of Ago." And built by tho 
architect of the whole uuivorso.spnnning 
the dark gnlf> between am nnd righteous- 
ness, nud nil God asks you is to walk 
ncross it; nnd yon start, nnd yon come 
to it, nnd you stop, and you go a little 
way on nnd you stop, and you fall back, 
nnd you experiment. Yon say, "How do 
I know that bridge will hold me?" iu- 
stend of marching on with firm stop, 
asking no questions, but feeling that 
the strength of tho eternal God is under 
you. 
Oh, wns there ever n prize prof* 


nre offered to von? For how much? A 
million dollars;1 It is certainly worth 
moro thnn that. But cheanor thnn that 
you cim hnvo it. Ten thousnjiil dollars? 
Loss thnn thnt. Five thousaiul dollars? 
LOHS thnn that. Ono dollar? Less than 
thnt. Quo farthing? Less than that. 
"Without money nuil without price." 
No money to pny. No journey to take. 
\o penance to suffer. 
Only just one 


decisive action of the soul: "Itoliovo 
on tho Lord Jesus Christ, nnd thou almlt 
no nnved." Shall I try to toll you whnt 
it is to bo snved? 1 cannot toll you. 
No man, no angel can tell you. lint I 
can hint at it. for my text brings me 
up to this point. "Thou slmltbeHavcil." 
It mcium a Inippv life here, ami n peace- 
ful donth ami blissful eternity. It is n 
grand thing to ijo to sleep nt night and 
get up in the morning, and ti> do buai- 
urh* nil tiny feeling that all \s right l>t- 
twecn my heart uud Ood, No ncoident, 
uo s ink n.
